A human skull bone was found in 
Upper Sackville yesterday. 

Surveyors were examining a 
heavily wooded area in the 3300 
block of Sackville Drive at around 
2 p.m. when they came across the 
bone and called police. 

“As they were walking they 
stumbled upon it,” said Cpl. Scott 
MacRae, RCMP spokesman. 

The medical examiner was 
called in and examined the bone 
at the scene. It was determined that 
the bone was part of a human skull 
and the Major Crimes Unit 
launched an investigation. 

Forensic identification officers 


were at the scene last night and 
were helping to remove the 
remains. 

MacRae said it’s too early in the 
investigation to determine the age 
of the skull bone. 

“Right now it’s still early on and 
we only have that bone, but we 
have our forensic identification 
team working with the major 
crime investigators who will be 
going back in the woods to further 
investigate, to see if there’s any oth¬ 
er evidence or anything that maybe 
connected to this finding,” he said. 

Police and the medical examin¬ 
er are working together to identi¬ 
fy the remains and a cause of death. 

“Those will be very pertinent 
details for the major crime inves¬ 
tigators,” he said.

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Province revises Taser guidelines for cops

Revisions to how police 
handle conducted energy 
weapons aren’t perfect, ac¬ 
cording to Ross Landiy. 

But Nova Scotia’s Justice 
Minister said Thursday that 
he believes they will help. 

Landiy revealed revised 
guidelines Thursday morn¬ 
ing. They detail when and 
how conducted energy 
weapons — Tasers — are to 
be used, high-risk situa¬ 
tions in which they shall 
not be used, and make 
training and certification of 
taser-wielders mandatory. 


The guidelines also out¬ 
line procedures to be used 
when dealing with people 
who live with mental ill¬ 
ness, or are suspected of 
having such an illness. 

The changes follow 
Judge Anne Derrick’s in¬ 
quiry into the death of 
Howard Hyde in 2008. Der¬ 
rick did not conclude Tasers 
directly caused Hyde’s 
death, but she recommend¬ 
ed against using energy 
weapons on emotionally 
agitated people. 

“It’s not a perfect system 


and there’s nothing we’re 
going to be able to do to 
make it a perfect system,” 
Landiy told reporters 
Thursday. 

“But ... we’ve imple¬ 
mented (mental-health is¬ 
sues) into our training, 
we’ve made very clear 
guidelines in regards to 
that for the officers, and 
we’re educating not only 
the officers ... but the 
health-care services, when 
an incident occurs, what 
the response should be.” 

Stephen Ayre, executive 


director of the Schizophre¬ 
nia Society of Nova Scotia, 
applauded the revised 
guidelines. 

“The training is going to 


be extremely important,” 
said Ayre. “The officers are 
now aware that these situa¬ 
tions can occur.”

Shot to death 


The second of two broth¬ 
ers charged in the killing 
of Dillon Blair Jewett has 
pleaded guilty. 

Steven Gowen, 21, 
pleaded guilty to accessory 
to murder after the fact at 
Kentville Supreme Court 
on Thursday and was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in 
jail, eight months of which 
he has already served. 

The Crown recommend¬ 
ed five years, while the de¬ 
fence argued for three. 

“I feel that the judge 
looked at all the relevant 
case law and came to the 
conclusion that three 
years was an appropriate 
sentence. It was the 
Crown’s recommendation 
that five years was also

within the range, but it 
was ultimately (Justice 
Suzanne Hood’s) decision 
to make,” said Jillian Ryan, 
one of two provincial 
Crown attorneys oversee¬ 
ing the case. 

On Tuesday, Kyle 
Gowen, Steven’s 23-year- 
old brother, received a life 
sentence with no possibili¬ 
ty of parole for 15 years af¬ 
ter pleading guilty to 
second-degree murder. 

The siblings were origi¬ 
nally charged with first-de¬ 


gree murder, along with 
19-year-old Amanda 

Greene, Jewett’s ex-girl¬ 
friend. Both Gowens 
waived their right to a pre¬ 
liminary hearing last 
month to take part in a 
resolution conference. 

In April, James William 
Patterson, 21, was charged 
with accessory to murder 
after the fact in the case. 

Greene will appear in 
Shubenacadie provincial 
court on Friday for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing, while 
Patterson is scheduled to 
appear in Dartmouth 
provincial court on July 4 
for election and plea. Both 
are free on bail.

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Citadel Hotel to close 


TCL head has full 
support of minister

Halifax’s Citadel Hotel will 
close in January for at least 
a year and a half to under¬ 
go a massive redesign. 

Silverbirch Hotel and Re¬ 
sorts CEO Steve Giblin said 
the property — built in 
1963 — requires a full- 
scale, multimillion-dollar 
renovation. 

“We’ve looked at the 
property and what we can 
do with it, and we’ve 
looked at the site and we’ve 
realized ... we need to com¬ 
pletely update the hotel,” 


said Giblin Thursday. 

“We’re going to have to 
take out a lot of the exist¬ 
ing facilities and re-config- 
ure the site ... To do that, 
we’re going to have to close 
the hotel.” 

The renovated hotel, 
planned to open in mid- 
2013, will be “totally differ¬ 
ent” than the current 
property, according to Gib¬ 
lin — he wants to get rid of 
the parking lots that bor¬ 
der the hotel and make bet¬ 
ter use of the property. 

Of course, all of that is 
conditional on approval 
from the municipality. Gib¬ 
lin said Silverbirch has yet

to file any applications 
with the municipality, but 
that his company plans to 
start the process soon. 


“We’ll bring (the plans) 
forward as fast as we can 
get them done,” said Gib¬ 
lin. 

Employees at the Citadel 
have been notified that 
their positions will be ter¬ 
minated as of January. 

“We’re working with 
them now to ease that tran¬ 
sition, and to do everything 
we can to ensure people get 
jobs and get the compensa¬ 
tion due to them, and again 
take care of them as best 
we can,” said Giblin. 

To be eligible for any sev¬ 
erance, however, employ¬ 
ees must stay on until the 
hotel officially closes. 



Tourism Minister Percy 
Paris came to the defence of 
Trade Centre Limited head 
Scott Ferguson Thursday. 

Ferguson was flagged in 
municipal auditor general 
Lany Munroe’s report for 
his involvement in the con¬ 
cert scandal that rocked city 
hall this week. 

But despite Ferguson tak¬ 
ing full responsibility for 
cutting unauthorized 
cheques from a co-mingled 
city bank account, Paris 
said his confidence in TCL’s 
CEO has not been shaken. 

“Not only Mr. Ferguson, 
but the Trade Centre board 
has my confidence and my 
support,” Paris told re¬ 
porters Thursday. 

“I think they’ve done an 
excellent job, I think they 
will continue to do an excel¬ 
lent job ... My confidence in 


Mr. Ferguson or in the 
Trade Centre hasn’t been 
shook in any shape or 
form.” 

When asked if anything 
at all in Munroe’s report 
gave him pause, Paris reiter¬ 
ated the fact that he does 
have the utmost confidence 
in Ferguson. In fact, Paris 
said his confidence is 
stronger now. 

“Scott Ferguson has a 
board of veiy competent in¬ 
dividuals surrounding him, 
and with those type of sup¬ 
ports, has boosted my over¬ 
all confidence.” 

Paris said the province 
will take no disciplinary ac¬ 
tion against Ferguson or 
against former TCL presi¬ 
dent Fred MacGillivray, who 
was also named in the re¬ 
port.

N.S. called to further 
study of gambling 


Nova Scotia’s official Oppo¬ 
sition wants the govern¬ 
ment to start a new 
independent study on the 
social impacts of gambling 
after the release of a previ¬ 
ously secret draft report 
that looked at suicides 
among gamblers. 

Liberal Leo Glavine says 
the province’s decision to 
shelve the draft report two 
years ago meant mental 
and physical health issues 
related to problem gam¬ 
blers were covered up. 

The draft study estimat¬ 
ed that about six suicides a 
year in the province are 
linked to gambling. 

Glavine says both the au¬ 


thor and the province have 
acknowledged that further 
work was necessary, but the 
province prevented that re¬ 
search from happening be¬ 
cause of the revenue that 
gambling brings in. 

Labour Minister Marilyn 
More says her department 
withheld the draft report 
from the public because it 
was flawed. 

More says the govern¬ 
ment wants to know more 
about the impact of gam¬ 
bling, but she says no deci¬ 
sion has been made 
whether another independ¬ 
ent study should be com¬ 
missioned.

NSP warns 
of phone 
scam 


If you receive a call from 
someone claiming to be a 
Nova Scotia Power repre¬ 
sentative who asks for 
your credit-card info, 
hang up. 

N.S. Power is warning 
customers of a telephone 
scam in which people are 
asked for personal infor¬ 
mation in exchange for 
an “energy-saver device,” 
spokesman David Roden- 
hiser said. 

“We have records of 
more than 40 people so 
far this year who have let 
us know they’ve been 
called,” he said. 

In the scam, a caller 
claims to be a representa¬ 
tive of NSP or another 
company, most common¬ 
ly referred to as “Hydro 
Power” or “Hydro Saver.” 

The caller then offers 
customers an electronic 
device that will reduce 
their power bill by 30 to 
50 per cent. They are then 
asked to make a credit- 
card payment over the 
phone. 

“In some of the calls, 
the scammers have asked 
for a $150 deposit,” 
Rodenhiser said. 

NSP is not aware of any 
customers who have pro¬ 
vided their information, 
but anyone who has is 
urged to call police.

O Polling shows health care is a top issue for HRM residents, but most are not living a healthy lifestyle

cent, in fact. 

But our satisfaction 
level rises to 81 per cent 
if we have had a recent 
personal experience with 
the system — other than 
a trip to the family 
doctor. 

With all these positive 
feelings going around, 
why is health care always 
ranked at or near the top 
of the public issues about 
which we are most con¬ 
cerned? 

Our latest research has 
it ranked ahead of the 
economy and job creation 
on the list. 

Although our satisfac¬ 
tion levels appear fairly 
positive, they have been 
deteriorating over the 
past decade. 

Sixty-four per cent of 
HRM residents expressed 
satisfaction in 2004, 61 
per cent in 2007 and now 
56 per cent.

► Sample size is 
516 HRM residents, 
with a margin of error 
of plus-or-minus 4 - 7 %. 


This slump has oc¬ 
curred despite all the 
time and money poured 
into the system. 

The area of our health¬ 
care system that raises 
the greatest concern is 
the waiting time to see 
specialists, with 80 per 
cent saying it needs 
immediate attention 
from all levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

Another 73 per cent say 
retention and recruit¬ 
ment of family doctors is 
a priority and 67 per cent 
express major concern 
about caring for the elder- 

iy- 

What is even more dis¬ 
concerting here in our 
community is the health 
statistics come at a time 
when all these issues are 
uppermost in people’s 
minds. 

We have concerns 
about health care yet 
we appear to be living 
unhealthy lifestyles, with 
56 per cent admitting to 
being overweight, 67 per

cent rarely, if ever, partic¬ 
ipating in vigorous exer¬ 
cise and 73 per cent 
regularly consuming junk 
food and sweets. 

Our polling shows 
barely 10 per cent of HRM 
residents follow the basic 
advice of the Canada Food 
Guide. 

No wonder we have 
among the highest inci¬ 
dents of cancer, diabetes 
and heart disease in the 
country. 


Maybe the message 
here is that if we look 
after ourselves as we’re 
aging, the government 
won’t have to look after 
us when we’re old.

The wording has been soft¬ 
ened but the auditor gener¬

ing. 

The final report on the 
G8 legacy infrastructure 
fund concludes that the 
government “did not clear¬ 
ly or transparently” identify 
how the money was going 
to be spent when it sought 
parliamentaiy approval for 
the funding. 

Moreover, the report crit¬ 
icizes the unprecedented 
lack of documentation to 
explain how and why 32 in¬ 
frastructure projects in On¬ 
tario’s Pariy

were selected to get the 
government largesse. 

In a separate chapter of 
the report, the auditor gen¬ 
eral says spending on opera¬ 
tions and security for both 


the G8 and G20 meetings in 
Ontario was presented 
piecemeal to Parliament in¬ 
stead of in a package, leav¬ 
ing MPs poorly informed 
about total costs. 

But in one bright spot, 
the report says it seems the 
initially budgeted $1.1 bil¬ 
lion for the summits will ac¬ 
tually come in around $664 
million because poor plan¬ 
ning forced departments to 
create contingency funds 
that were not needed. 

The final report does not 
contain the inflammatory 
language used in a January 
draft by former auditor gen¬ 
eral Sheila Fraser, which 
baldly asserted the govern¬ 
ment had “misinformed” 
Parliament. 

The report details how, 
in November 2009, the gov¬ 
ernment tabled supplemen¬ 


tary estimates in which it 
asked Parliament to ap¬ 
prove $83 million for a bor¬ 
der infrastructure fund 
aimed at reducing conges¬ 
tion at border crossings. 

Parliament was not told 
that $50 million of that 
money was to be devoted to 


infrastructure projects hun¬ 
dreds of kilometres from 
the Canada-U.S. border — 
in Tory MP Tony Clement’s 
riding. 

Wiersema said the word 
“misinformed” was excised 
in the report’s final version 
because auditors saw no ev¬ 


idence to suggest the gov¬ 
ernment was deliberately 
trying to mislead Parlia¬ 
ment. Rather, he said, the 
misrepresentation in the es¬ 
timates appeared to have 
been done “for matters of 
expediency.”

to make public the incre¬ 
mental cost of the mis¬ 
sion.

Eight other family mem¬ 
bers also were given the 
death penalty Wednesday 
for the killings three years 
ago in the northern Uttar 
Pradesh state, said Brij Lai, 
a top police officer. The de¬ 
fendants can appeal to a 
higher court. 

Judge Rajendra Babu 
Singh said the punishments 
should serve as a lesson to 
all those who kill in the 
name of saving family hon¬ 
our. Last month, India’s top 
court recommended the 
death penalty for perpetra¬ 
tors of honour killings, call¬ 
ing the practice barbaric 
and feudal.

“UUthat around 
900 people are killed 
each year in India for 
defying their elders. 
Most victims are young 
adults who fell in love or 
married against their 
families’ wishes. In 
some cases, village 
councils ordered couples 
killed who married 
inside their clan or 
outside their caste. 

The 10 defendants were 
convicted of killing Vijaya 
and Udaipal Singh. Vijaya 
Singh’s parents opposed 
the marriage but she defied 
them, eloping with her 
lover and getting married 
secretly in a Hindu temple. 

The couple were shot to 
death and buried in a paddy 
field.

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Feds attempt to block lobbyists 


O Shipbuilding companies up for lucrative contract 
being pressured to sign away right to consult lobbyists 


The Harper government 
wants two companies that 
will eventually lead Cana¬ 
da’s lucrative shipbuilding 
industry to sign away their 
legal right to consult lobby¬ 
ists, The Canadian Press 
has learned. 

That’s among the meas¬ 
ures being taken by the 
government in the last 
year to block registered 
lobbyists from consulting 
with companies vying to 
be the two main players in 
Canada’s new, $35-billion 
shipbuilding procurement 
strategy. 

Angry lobbyists have 
fought back by ignoring 
government demands and 
continuing to work for the 
companies that hired them. 
They’ve also privately taken 
the government to task for 
attempting to undermine 
their legal right to provide 
expert advice on negotiat¬ 
ing with government and 
ultimately attempting to in¬ 
fluence policy. 

Documents obtained by 
The Canadian Press detail 
the sometimes bitter, be¬ 
hind-the-scenes battle be¬ 
tween lobbyists and Public 
Works, the department 
leading the shipbuilding 
procurement along with 
Defence, Industry, and 
Fisheries and Oceans. 


If Public Works has its 
way, lobbyists would be 
shut out as part of an 
agreement between the 
successful bidders and the 
government. 

“The company agrees 
that it will not use any lob¬ 
byist to pursue any matter 
that arises under or in rela¬ 
tion to this agreement 
without Canada’s prior 
consent,” says a draft 
agreement Public Works 
wants the winning compa¬ 
nies to sign. 

Ottawa will ultimately 
select two prime contrac¬ 
tors for its 20-year national 
shipbuilding strategy. The 
shipyards will build new 
navy warships, coast guard 
cutters and other vessels. 

Public Works Minister 
Rona Ambrose ruffled 
feathers recently when she 
said companies that want 
to bid on the shipyards 
contract “have been asked 
not to engage lobbyists” in 
order that the competition 
be “completely arm’s 
length of politics.” 

In an Oct. 28 letter, An¬ 
drew Treusch, associate 
deputy minister at Public 
Works, asked companies 
to “voluntarily” agree not 
use lobbyists when bid¬ 
ding on the shipbuilding 
contract, the Canadian press 


In the running 


The four companies in the 
running are Vancouver 
Shipyards, New 
Brunswick’s Irving 
Shipbuilding, Davie Yards 
of Quebec and Ontario’s 
Seaway Marine and Indus¬ 
trial. A fifth short-listed 
company, Kiewit Offshore 
Services of Ontario, has 
since withdrawn. 

► A top executive with Sea- 
span Marine, whose hold¬ 
ings include Vancouver 
Shipyards, suggested the 
no-lobbying clause was up 
for negotiation. 

► The registry of lobbyists 
lists 60 meetings with 65 
members of Parliament, 
senators, political staffers 
and senior bureaucrats 
since the government an¬ 
nounced the shipbuilding 
strategy last June. 

► Lobbyists and leading busi¬ 
ness figures would not 
speak on the record 
because there will be plen¬ 
ty more contracts to be 
tendered in the new ship¬ 
yards in the coming 
decades, to build 
everything from outer 
hulls of various vessels and 
their high-tech systems to 
their furniture.

Surveillance has been 
stepped up on possible ter¬ 
rorist targets around the 
world, as intelligence ex¬ 
perts near the end of de¬ 
crypting and translating 
material seized from the 
bin Laden compound. 

Items taken by the 
SEALs from bin Laden's 
second-floor office includ¬ 
ed a handwritten journal, 


five computers, 10 hard 
drives and 110 thumb 
drives. Copies of the data 
have been distributed to 
agencies from the FBI to 
the Defence Intelligence 
Agency to continue long¬ 
term analysis. 

Especially useful in the 
communications between 
bin Laden and his follow¬ 
ers from Asia to Europe to 
Africa is the light they 
shed on the personalities 
of known al-Qaida opera¬ 
tives and what drives the 
various terrorist com¬ 
manders who correspond¬ 
ed with bin Laden.

NEW YORK. After pressure 
from four U.S. senators, 
Apple Inc. has said it 
will start rejecting 
iPhone applications that 
tip drivers off about po¬ 
lice checkpoints for 
drunken driving. 

Apple updated its app 
developer guidelines 
Wednesday to exclude 
such apps. On Thursday, 
some DUI apps were still 
available in the App 
Store, but Apple usually 
gives developers a 
chance to update their 
apps so they can 
conform to the new 
guidelines before boot¬ 
ing them. 

The apps often com¬ 
bine warnings about 
DUI checkpoints with 
warnings about speed 
traps and red-light cam¬ 
eras. Users of the appli¬ 
cations help create the 
warnings by registering 
the locations. 

An Apple spokesman 
had no comment on the 
change in the guidelines 
and wouldn’t say why 
the change was made. 

The four senators 
asked Apple, Research 
In Motion Ltd., the mak¬ 
er of the BlaclcBerry, and 
Google Inc. to remove 
DUI-avoidance apps in 
March. 

RIM complied, but 
Google refused.

Abrams directs Super 8 the 
way he produced the TV 
show Lost. He draws out 
the suspense, doling out 
just enough detail, shocks 
and surprises to keep the 
stoiy interesting and mov¬ 
ing forward. He knows that 
the strength of the movie 
isn’t the special effects or 
the whatever-it-is that is 
causing all the trouble, but 
the relationship between 
the kids. Call it Stand By 
Me with a giant bug... or a 
monster... or something.

Mark Breslin: All true, but 
you can feel Steven Spiel¬ 
berg’s hand guiding the 
movie all the way along. 


The suburban flyover state 
setting, the gentle outsider 
child protagonists, the de¬ 
ceased parent, the bicycles, 
the alien who just wants to 
go home, all Spielberg mo¬ 
tifs. And setting it in the 
early ’80s, when Spielberg 
had his big sci-fi hits, surely 
was no coincidence. 

RC: Perhaps so, but despite 
the Spielbergian flourish¬ 
es, this still very much 
feels like an Abrams cre¬ 
ation to me. His finger¬ 
prints are all over the 
action sequences — partic¬ 
ularly the out-of-control 
train wreck scene — and 
even the sweetness we’ve 
come to associate with 
Spielberg has been dialled 


back. It’s still there — veiy 
much so in the film’s last 
10 minutes — but Abrams 
manages to set the tone as 
though he is paying hom¬ 
age to the saccharine ten¬ 
dencies of his mentor than 
actually aping him. 

MB: That train wreck 
scene had me on the edge 
of my seat! But the rest of 
the picture did not exactly 
exude menace. It’s more of 
a character piece about the 
young teens, and I thought 
the kids were great, cer¬ 
tainly more interesting 
than the adults (which 
may be one of the points 
of the movie). I liked the 
picture, and my only real 
quibble was that the kids’ 


filmmaking, which played 
such an important part in 
the beginning of the 
movie, is dropped midway 
through the flick. The 
scenes of those kids mak¬ 
ing movies were dripping 
with charm. 

RC: I thought so too. Those 
scenes had a sense of fun 
to them and established 
the personalities of all the 
main kid characters. I 
think I liked this one more 
than you. I thought Super 
8 was super great. 

MB: Well, the middle was a 
bit soft and I’m always 
skeptical about courageous 
14-year-olds. Still, there’s a 
lot to like in this one.

James Tupper, the Nova 
Scotia-born star of Mr. Pop¬ 
per’s Penguins, calls his co- 
stars “ornery.” 

No, he’s not talking 
about Jim Carrey or Angela 
Lansbury. He’s referring to 
the movie’s aquatic, flight¬ 
less actors. 

“They kind of look like 
toddlers wearing a tuxedo 
with their chests sticking 
out in this really open, 
sweet way,” he says. “But 
when you get close to them 
they will give you a nip.” 

To accommodate the 
birds, the film’s set was 
kept below zero. “You 
could see your breath all 


day long,” says Tupper. 

As for working with the 
penguins, he says they’re 
not great actors, but per¬ 
forming opposite the 
Antarctic imports was less 
strange than acting with¬ 
out them. 

Computer-generated 
penguins were used for 
several scenes, which 
meant Tupper would have 
to emote to a mark on the 
wall. 

“There would just be a 
dot on the wall and they 
would put the penguin in 
later. Sometimes the direc¬ 
tor would be back there 
saying, ‘Oh! Oh! I’m going 
to bite you!’ and act stuff 
out for you to react to but 
we all got this weird ‘act¬ 


ing to the dot’ effect.” 

Tupper, best known for 
his work on television 
shows like Men In Trees 
(where he co-starred with 
his fiancee Anne Heche) 
and Grey’s Anatomy, says 
the penguins weren’t the 
set’s most intimidating 
presence. At first anyway. 

“It was a little bit intimi¬ 
dating when I first met 
him,” he says of Jim Car¬ 
rey. “He slapped me on the 
back and was like, ‘Jim or 
James?’ I said, ‘You know 
what. I think you’ve proba¬ 
bly got Jim covered. I’m go¬ 
ing to stick with James.’” 

That intimidation soon 
gave way to a lively collab¬ 
oration. 

“He’s really fun. It’s a 


playful set. He improvises 
a lot and generally has the 
crew chuckling most of 
the day.” 

James, however, wasn’t 
the only member of his 
family impressed with Car¬ 
rey. His nine-year-old son 
is also a fan. 

“When we read the 
book Mr. Popper’s Pen¬ 
guins to him in bed, he got 
so excited when he found 
out Jim Carrey was in it. 

He said, ‘Can you please 
get Jim Carrey to sign it?’ 
So I did. I took it to New 
York and he signed it and I 
brought it back and I said, 
‘Would you like me to sign 
it too?’ No! Why! I said, 
‘Cut me a break. I’m in the 
movie.’”

All throughout 
history, an established 
technology never had 
a chance if something 
more convenient 
came along. Just look 
at what we've seen 
with music over the 
last 140 years or so. 


Cylinders vs. Rotating Discs 

Thomas Edison’s 
phonograph with its rotat¬ 
ing wax or metal cylinders 
established that sound 
could be captured. 

But then Emile Berliner 
showed that rotating flat 
discs played on his gramo¬ 
phone were far superior. 
Why? Better sound and be¬ 
cause discs had a B-side — 
twice as much music for 
the same price. 

Edison had no choice 
but to move from cylinder 
to disc. 

Phonographs vs. 
Gramophones 

The phonograph tracked 
grooves in the record by go¬ 
ing up and down. 

The gramophone’s nee¬ 
dle went from side-to-side. 

This meant that phono¬ 
graph records couldn’t be 
played on gramophones 
and vice-versa, forcing con¬ 
sumers to take sides. 

While it’s true that Edi¬ 
son’s machine delivered 


slightly better sound, the 
up-and-down motion of the 
steel needle wore out the 
record more quickly. 

Undeterred by this 
minor issue, Edison stuck 
to his guns and refused to 
make any changes to his 
machine. 

Ultimately, though, the 
gramophone won out and 
Edison stopped making 
phonographs and records 
entirely by about 1930. 

78s vs. LPs 

By the 1930s, the standard 
rotation rate for discs was 
78 RPM, which meant that 
each record could store on¬ 
ly about four minutes per 
side. Columbia Records 
changed that in 1948 with 
the introduction of the 
vinyl 33 % RPM LP (Long- 
Playing), a format that 
could store up to 22 
minutes per side. From 
that moment, the 78 was 
doomed. 

LPs vs. 45s 

Although Columbia offered 
to license their new 
technology to rival RCA, 
they would have none of it. 
Instead, they countered 
with the vinyl 45 RPM 7- 
inch single in 1949. RCA 
contended that four or five 
minutes of music per side 
was all consumers really 
wanted. But if they did 
want more, they could sim¬ 
ply stack 45s for 
continuous play on the 
large spindle of the brand 
new automatic RCA-manu- 
factured record changer. 
(This is why the hole at the 
centre of a 45 is so big; the 
larger diameter was neces¬ 
sary to let the record slide 
down the spindle without 
prematurely fraying the 
area around hole.)

Just when it appeared Ante 
Jazic’s accomplished pro¬ 
fessional soccer career was 
about to wind down, the 
Bedford native is suddenly 
at the top of his game 
again. 

At 35 years of age, Jazic 
not only continues to hold 
down a Major League Soc¬ 
cer starting job, but he also 
was recently one of six 
Chivas USA players to earn 
a spot on the ballot for the 
circuit’s all-star game on 
July 27. 

It’s a resurgence Jazic 
didn’t think was possible 
three years ago, when a 
string of injuries — includ¬ 
ing concussions and major 
ankle surgery — had him 
contemplating retirement. 

“People always ask me,

O Andrew Ladd says he’s ‘really impressed’ with team’s 
new home O He’s set to be a restricted free agent 


After three NHL teams in 
six years, Atlanta Thrash¬ 
ers captain Andrew Ladd is 
looking for a place to hang 
his skates for a while. 

That place may veiy 
well be Winnipeg, which 
Ladd said looks like a pret¬ 
ty good fit. 

‘Tve been really im¬ 
pressed with the reception 
so far and their vision on 
what kind of culture they 
want to have here and the 
way they see things going,” 
said Ladd, who brought his 
fiancee and his agent to 
town Thursday for a look 
at the place where the as- 
yet unnamed team will 
play this fall. 

“How you’re treated 
with ownership goes a 
long way and we didn’t 
have a great experience 
with that in Atlanta,” he 
said. 


Ladd becomes a restrict¬ 
ed free agent this summer 
and Winnipeg needs to 
sign him to a new deal to 
keep the left-winger. For 
his part, he’d be happy to 
see that happen, consider¬ 
ing the number of lockers 
he’s had to clean out in the 
NHL. 

“I’ve been kind of 
knocked around ... This 
will be my fourth spot, 
three teams but four spots 
in six or seven years. It 
would be nice to be in the 
same place for a while and 
lock up for the summer 
and know you’re coming 
back.” 

He was drafted by the 
Carolina Hurricanes in 
2004, won a Stanley Cup 
with them two years later, 
moved to Chicago for an¬ 
other cup and was then 
traded to the Thrashers, 


who finished second last in 
the Southeast Division and 
missed the playoffs. 

Winnipeg’s new man¬ 
agement has also said 
they’d be happy to have 
Ladd, but they were a long 
way from a deal.

Bruins say blue-collar ethic 
a reflection of team, town 


There isn’t a lot fancy 
about the Boston Bruins, 
and that’s just how they 
like it.

“We don’t have the most 
skilled team in the world,” 
agitator Brad Marchand 
said Thursday as the teams 
returned to Vancouver tied 
2-2 in the best-of-seven fi¬ 
nal.

Marchand clinched the

Centre Patrice Bergeron, 
who has assists in the last 


three games among his 18 
playoff points, said the Bru¬ 
ins have also shown skill 
this post-season but relish a 
grinding game. 

“That’s us, that’s the 
way we play,” Bergeron 
said. 

“But that doesn’t mean 
we don’t have talent, be¬ 
cause we’re here. We have 
to make sure we rely on 
both things, but we need to 
work so we can win some 
games.” 

They’re tied 2-2 against a 
team that had the best reg¬ 
ular-season record in the 
NHL, led the league in scor¬ 
ing, had the top power play 
and was third on the penal¬ 
ty kill. 

This after losing the first 
two games on the road, 
something only two of 34 
teams have been able to 
overcome in a Stanley Cup 
final.
